Mr.Asqu lth, the

A single speech, which proved his pow- 
er as a debater, led Mr. Gladstone, In 
1892, to offer him the Im portant post 
of home secretary, with a seat in the 
cabinet, althou gh 
ho had not previ­ 
ou sly held any otliee. 
He remained at 
the home office u ntil the Rosebery gov­ 
ernment was defeated in 1895; was In 
the opposition ten years, and has been 
chancellor of the exchequ er since De­ 
cember, 1905. 
He has therefore served 
bu t five years and three months In all 
as an officer of tlie crown. 
To have 
attained the chief place in the govern­ 
ment by two steps, and in so short a 
time, is almost u nprecedented. 


There was recently held in Detroit 
the first convention of the 
Congrega­ 
tional Brotherhood of America, whose 
object is said to be “to revitalize the 
interest of the men in the chu rch.” 
The necessity for su ch a work seems to 
have been emphasized by the first ses­ 
sion of the body, at which only 200 of 
the 500 delegates were present. 
F u r­ 
ther on Rev. l)r. W ashington Glad­ 
den, of Colu mbu s, Ohio, m ade an ad­ 
dress In which he s a id : “There shou ld 
not be su ch a predom inant feminine 
influ ence in the chu rch and its work.” 
There is no dou bt 
that 
there is a 
marked predominance of women, not 
only in the Congregational body, bu t 
In most C hristian chu rches and denom­ 
inations. 
Possibly the predominance is 
more m arked now than formerly, bu t It 
has existed In every age. 
The fou nder 
of Christianity Himself w as su rrou nd­ 
ed chiefly with women who “ministered 
u nto Him of their su bstance,” and who 
were the last a t the cross and the first 
a t the sepu lcher. 
It is a I » old pastor, 
therefore, who hopes to see any other 
condition in his chu rch. 
Some pastors 
are Jealou s of this prominence of wo­ 
men In the early history of the ehu reb. 
One of them is reported to have said 
In a serm on on the resu rrection that 
women shou ld not become vein becau se 


Among the arts and sciences in which 
America leads the world is dentistry. 
F ran k Marshall White, In an article 
on “Marvels of Modern D entistry,” in

W hite’s article describes the recent ad­ 
vances made In dentistry in this cou n­ 
try, dwelling on the improved crown 
and bridge work, the w onderfu l cor­ 
ro sio n s of oral m alformation, tlie u se 
of the X-ray in dentistry, and the most 
recent Improvements in filling cavities. 
T his last is especially Interesting, 
as 
m any su fferers will be overjoyed to 
learn that they can now have a gold 
filling adju sted to a cavity while they 
are walking arou nd town and attend­ 
ing to their bu siness. 
In order to ac­ 
complish this marvel the d entist takes 
an impression of the cavity in wax, 
makes a mold from the wax and pou rs 
melted gold Into the mold. 
When the 
patient calls again the gold filling is 
cemented in the cavity in a moment 
and withou t pain. 
The idea is not en­ 
tirely new, thou gh the execu tion 
Is, 
Su ch “inlaid” fillings have been made 
w ith porcelain 
for 
years, 
bu t the 
trou blo with gold w as tha t it wou ld 
shrink in cooling. 
Now, however, the 
shrinkage is prevented by air pressu re, 
and the long-desired achievement has 
been accomplished. 
If science will now 
only find a way to prepare a cavity 
w ithou t pain dentistry 
mu st become 
Immensely popu lar. 
These dental tri­ 
u mphs recall the ru de dentistry of old 
times- not only the lead-filled cavities 
of ancient Egypt, bu t the bu ngling a t­ 
tem pts of a centu ry or two ago. 
The 
American people have become accu s­ 
tomed to a likeness of George W ash­ 
ington, with a pecu liar pu fflness of the 
u pper and lower lips, which is du e to a 
set of false teeth, made in P a ris from 
a monsu ro of his m ou th taken, it la 
said, by himself w ith a tape line. 
Den­ 
tistry cannot be too highly appreciated. 
It is said that no man is any you nger 
thnn his arteries, and it might be said 
w ith equ al tru th tha t no m a n ’s health 
Is any better than his teeth. 
Poor 
teeth mean poor digestion, poor diges­ 
tion means poor nu trition, and poor 
nu trition leaves the whole body a prey 
to disease and decay.

the sky? 
T he answer Is becau se there is

force called gravitation which over­ 
powers the enormou s centrifu gal force 
and practically reverses it.

this overmastering force which we call 
gravitation is electrical or w hat it is 
no one has yet been able to discover. 
T here can be no dou bt that it is the 
greatest force we know of. 
’1 o u nveil the mystery of it wou ld 
be to become m asters of a [tower whose 
possibilities dazzle the hu m an mliu l. 
it wou ld simplify the problem of bu ild­ 
ing, w ater and air navigation, projec­ 
tiles ami many other branches of me­ 
chanics.

For more than ten years the Repu b­ 
lican party lias been tru sted by the 
people with au thority in all d e pa rt­ 
ments of the government.

tains this control, bu t the time is draw 
ing near when more than 15,000,000 
voters will decide whether this respon­ 
sibility shall continu e for another pe­ 
riod of years, or be cu rbed after March 
1 next, when a new president will be 
inau gu rated and a new Congress will 
come into existence. 
In 
a 
certain 
sense it is u n fortu nate that the defec­ 
tion in the Democratic party fou r years 
ago was so great as to give the im­ 
pression tha t the Repu blican party had 
become 2,500,000 stronger than the op­ 
position. 
Su ch an idea is calcu lated 
to engender a false view of personal 
popu larity and to lead the weak or de­ 
signing to lower the tone of the party 
by the adu lation of individu als. 
The 
Repu blican party is not millions stron g­ 
er than the forces arrayed again st it 
u nless they are divided to an u nu su al 
extent. 
No Repu blican is as great as 
the party, or ever can he u ntil its c ha r­ 
acter and pu rposes are m aterially im ­ 
paired. 
T he convention abou t to meet 
at Chicago, like its preceding national 
gatherings, has occasion to think care­ 
fu lly and deeply u pon the w elfare of 
the cou ntry. 
It has vital du ties to per­ 
form in connection with the best in te r­ 
ests of the people and a record to pre- 
serve in this respect that is im m easu r­ 
ably more im portant than any person­ 
al vanities.

Although no com­ 
mercial use has yet been discovered 
to r radium , despite all that has been 
w ritten to the contrary, the demand 
for the subtle, precious element that no 
one undersands is 
enormous. 
Every 
scientist in the world w ants his grain 
of it for laboratory purposes. 
I’atieut 
researches all over the world are study­ 
ing it and applying it to different sub­ 
stances in the hope of discovering new 
combinations. 
Lately, moreover, a fur­ 
th er dem and has grown up in a widely 
different quarter. 
The supposed medi­ 
cinal or therapeutical value of radium. 
still a m atter of experiment, lins in­ 
spired many a former patent medicine 
m an to change his labels and buy a 
little radium salt to conjure with. 
How great is the world’s dem and and 
how limited the world's available sup­ 
ply may be gathered from the fact that 
Jh e /present p ric e -of-radiurn is in the 
neighborhood of $40,000,000 a pound. 
The 
big factory a t Xogent-sur-Marne 
tu rn s over tons and hundreds of tons 
of m aterial every year w ithout produc­ 
ing this quantity. 
Pure metallic ra ­ 
dium, in fact, does not exist. 
The fac­ 
tory is m aking tile fortune of its pro- 
prietors by turning out radium salts 
of greater or less activity. 
The $40.- 
000,000 product is pure radium 
bro­ 
mide. 
It w as radium bromide that Sir 
W illiam R am say used when he “de­ 
graded” copper 
into 
ano th er 
metal, 
show ing that w hat used to be consider­ 
ed an clement was not an element after 
ell. It was radium bromide also th at 
Prof. Bord as used to change a cheap 
w hite corundum into a red 
ruby of 
price, to darken the blue of a sapphire 
and to bleach a n emerald. 
Fresh radium experim ents a re being 
m ade daily in the laboratories of the 
Sorbonne by Mine. Curie and lier disci­ 
ples, hut the great secret rem ains un­ 
solved. 
No one knows w hat radium is, 
not even in the radium factory of No 
geut-sur-Marnc. 
A fter a visit to the factory the un­ 
scientific person will leave w ith a doubt 
in his m ind as to whether radium is a 
substance or a quality. 
To speak of a 
pound of it is like speaking of a pound 
of sunlight. 
At the factory, as else­ 
where. irs presence is a radium salt— 
a bromide or chloride or sulphate—is 
m easured iii term s of activity. 
The ra­ 
dio-active salts are obtained through­ 
out a wide range of activity. 
Whole 
carloads of raw m aterial are gradually 
reduced, by crushing and w ashing and 
boiling, by acid baths and crystallisa­ 
tion, until the radio-activity th a t was 
once dissem inated throughout the car­ 
load is imprisoned in a tiny lump <>f 
something worth a thousand times its 
weight in gold. 
The radium experts in tile factory at 
Nogeut-sur-Martic are kept busy with 
a host of interesting experiments. The 
process of producing radium bromide 
is not ti rapid one— four or five months 
being necessary for the series of baths 
aud reaction just described-—-so 
they 
have plenty of leisure on their hands. 
The radio-activity of all sort> ut ma­ 
terial is being patiently investigated. 
It was recently discovered that the Wit­ 
ters of mil ny curative springs in va­ 
rious p arts of Europe, notably in Bo­ 
hemia. are highly radio-active. 
It is 
now believed by some scientists that 
these waters owe their beneficial quali­ 
ty to the presence of radium. 
Just 
w hat the curative value 
of 
radium 
amounts to lins not yet been definitely 
decided. 
Fnfortunate guinea-pigs are 
sacrificed by the hundreds in tile quest 
for the truth. 
Radium itself remains as weird and 
elusive as it was the day of its dis­ 
covery. 
Many eminent scientists are 
as full of doubt about it as the unsci­ 
entific visitor to the factory at Nogoiif 
-—whether it is quality or substance, 
m atter or motion, electricity condensed 
or solidified sunlight. 
In tin* meantime 
the quest goes on and France has given 
birth to a new and flourishing industry.

The late horrible mining 
disasters 
have sustained the prognostications of 
th*1 experts of the United States g«*o- 
logieal survey, who have persistently 
m aintained that conditions would grow 
.steadily worse until drastic measures 
of supervision were taken. 
In the face 
of 
these 
calamities 
the 
technologic 
branch of the survey, under the direc­ 
tion of J. A. Holmes. Is exerting every 
energy to bring about the immediate 
installation of an experim ent station 
for the testing of all m anner of explo­ 
sives used in mines, with reference to 
their gaiety in til** presence of mine 
gases, for the testing of safety lamps iii 
the presence of gases before allowing 
them to go into the mines, for the test­ 
ing of rescue devices, aud the training 
of rescue crews. 
The details for the setting up of such 
a station are completed and will soon 
be installed, although til*1 sire lias not 
yet been chosen. 
It will iii reality be 
a m iniature mine into which will be 
artificially introduced ail the conditions 
th a t are encountered in the long under­ 
ground tunnels. The operation of these 
under all conceivable conditions will be 
scientifically observed and conclusions 
d raw n as to w here safety lies 
and 
w here there is danger. 
Under 
the 
present laws the survey has but the 
power to point out safety and danger, 
and no means to enforce observance 
of necessary precautions, but, the ex­ 
p erts hold, the lesson that has been 
learned abroad may, through the repe­ 
tition of tile horrors, be brought home 
to America in such a w ay that safe­ 
gu ards of France or Belgium may be 
throw n uround the American miner. 
T he countries in which the percent­ 
ages of death are lowest, according to 
the experts of tile geological survey, 
a re those in which the best equipped 
testing stations aud most thoroughly 
enforced regulations as to the use of 
explosives prevail. 
In all of these the 
death ra te has been 
decreased from 
th re e or four per thousand when the 
plan was inaugurated to less than one 
to the thousand at present, while iii 
the United States the tragedy percent­ 
age has steadily increased and is in­ 
creasing. 
Charges of excessive size are 
currently prohibited except in the Unit­ 
ed States. This is beld advisable not 
only In that it prevents explosions of 
the gases of the mines, but because It 
shakes tile whole interior of it and 
m akes falls from tie* roof more fre­ 
quent. 
A quantity of m aterial may he 
broken loose above and hang there for 
days or weeks and finally fall upon the 
w orkmen below. 
T h a t 
government 
supervision 
of 
mining may come in the near future 
seems probable. 
Several bills 
having 
this purl wise In view have already been 
introdius'd into Congress. 
Men know­ 
ing most of the existing conditions lock 
forw ard to the passage of soul*1 such 
measure, and hold that it would be the 
means of saving thousands of lives an ­ 
nually.

from the discovery of these regions 
b y Henry Hudson iu 1609, who was 
followed b y Dutch traders, who in 
1614 estab lished a trading station on 
Castle Island under the name of Fort 
Nassau. 
In 1661. after the transfer 
of New Netherlands to the English, 
the name of Alb any was given to the 
settlement in honor of the Duke of 
York and Alb any, afterward James II.

periods of 
confinement.

twenty years’ detonion seemed prac­ 
tically a lingering death agony sen­ 
tence. 
Few have ever survived such 
an ordeal, and if they did they have 
b een utter human wrecks. 
With Vera Fignor it has b een dif­ 
ferent, and on her escaj>e from the 
prison af’er her long sojourn there 
she attended the Socialist Congress 
at Stuttgart last August as one of 
the most interesting memb ers of the 
Russian delegation.—Chicago Trib une.
